This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

a. The epoxy compounds and the ethylenically unsaturated compounds of the 
vinyl ester such as the Norpol Dion Ver 9165 depicted on page 14, lines 1-9 of the 
specification which is the reaction product of a diglycidyl ether of bisphenol A and 
methacrylic acid. 

b. The ethylenically unsaturated monomers such as the vinyl toluene of 
claims 8, 9, 11, 12, 21, 23, 24, 26, 27, 36, 38, 39, 41 and 42. 

c. The curing catalysts wherein a single species is selected from 
page 15, line 25 to page 16, line 5. 

d. The activators. The temi "activators" is described on page 5, line 12 and 
page 9, line 4. However, there is no species provided. Page 15, lines 7-15 mentions 
inhibitors wherein hydroquinone is exemplified on page 21, Example 1, line 10. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
within eacii of items a. to d. hereinabove for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claims 1-45 are generic. 

A reply to this requirement must include an Identification of the species that Is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic Is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent fomi or othenvise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case.

A telephone call was made to Joseph F. Poslllico on October 26, 2005 to request 
an oral election to the above election of species requirement, but did not result in 
elections being made. The reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the species to be examined even though the requirement is traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143). 
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2. It is unclear what types of materials is encompassed by the activators of 
independent claims 1, 16 and 31 as well as on page 5, line 12 and page 9, line 4. 
There is no definition of the temn. If "activators" is meant to encompass the inhibitor 
described on page 15, lines 6-15, such a label is contradictory since an inhibitor serves 
to reduce the rate of polymerization. More favorable consideration would be given to 
the amendment of the activators to inhibitors. 

3. There is no antecendent basis for the reactive diluent of claim 10 in claim 1 
wherefrom it depend since claim 1 denotes an ethylenically unsaturated monomer. 

4. The word "THIXOTROPIC" is misspelled on page 16, line 13.
